macons and Pyrrhicke dances ; but ſo methodical- 
ly husbanded to the beſt advantage, that each 
Leiutenant, Enſigne, every Officer ſhall afterwards 
give a good account of his ſufficiency. Neither is 
ic ſtrange, if the mannage of this affaire bee com- 
mitted to his truſt, whom improperly we ſtile the 
Muſter-maſter; fince indeed a threefold reſpect,

Mylle-T. Very willingly Sir, and thus howſo- 
ever this Officer has lately beene of ſo perplexed

in reſpe& of an univer{.:]] experience, that vaſt en- 
gin of their Militia being compleated in qualiber 
parte ?

Mille-T. And this is to be doing with our Le- 
gionaries, our other Souldiers ; concerning there- 
fore the Bulke, the proportion of their companies, 
enough has been ſaid already ; their reſidence muſt 
bee likewiſe within diſtance as that of Officers, 
Bur then for the quality of theſe, tis familiarly fo 
neglefted, that here I muſt inſiſt a while ; and as an

in where conveniently he may bee ſpared, is fo 
Lewes compare ; that the cheit of theſe, the be(t 
owners, will be maine Timber in the ous 
frame of our train'd bands. our wealthieſt Hus- 
bandmen are (1 ſay ) moſt ſutable for this maine 
imployment; to repoſe it upon ſervants and me- 
chanicks were diſportionable, and alaſle they flit 
up and dowy, like empty clouds ; are of inferior 
ſpirit and abilitie, and but uncertaine comforters- 
whereas, if well weighing this hardy kind of 
Yeoman, ( beſides a toughneſle of- temper extra- 
ordinary ) his commendable ranke argues more 
diſcourſe, a deeper rouch of reputation ; his con- 
ſtant reſidence, inculcation of diſcipline; and then 
an inheritable revenue, both prohibits him from 
giving ground, inables him againſt many caſuall 
aſperites, and prepolcth better trim, more com- 
mendable furniture.
